— An Egyptian who 
lived in Munich has been sentenced 
to death and his father to 15 years' 
hard labour on charges of spying 
for Israel, the newspaper “Akhbar 
el Yom” reported yesterday. 

It said that Samir William Basily, 
37, began gathering political, eco- 
nomic and military information from 
Egyptians visiting Munich in 1967. 
He was arrested when he went to 
Cairo in 1974. 


Information was also forwarded 
to him from Cairo by his 66-year- 
old father. The father was recruited 
during a visit to Munich in 1969, 
the paper said. 

Basily was tricked by Egyptian 
intelligence into going to Cairo to

a strongly-worded ‘statement 
Jackson yesterday rejected Secre- 
tary of State Henry Kissinger’s 
version of the Soviet move. He said 
Kigsinger’s explanation had “given 
rise to confusion, speculation and 
misunderstanding.” 

The Senator attacked the Soviet 
Union for rejecting the agreement 
and for not living up “to the as- 
surances that Secretary Kissinger 
had been authorized to convey to 
the Congress.” 

Jackson was the ieading sup- 
porter in the Senate of an amend- 
Ment to the trade bill which linked 
the granting to the oviet Union of 
most-favoured-nation trade status 
and other trade benefits with a 
Uberalization fn Soviet emigration 
policies. Following nine months of 
negotiations with the administra- 
tion, Jackson accepted a compro- 
mise extending to President Ford 
the option to waive the amendment 
if the Kremlin offered assurances 
that its emigration restrictions 
would be lessened. 

But earller this month, the So- 
viets suddenly rejected the accord, 
charging the Congress with inter- 
ference in the domestic affairs of 
the Soviet Union. 

“{ continue to believe that the 
courageous men and women fighting 
for their freedom in the Soviet Union 
are worthy of our support,” Jackson 
said. "I will not abandon their cause, 
whether under pressure from the 
cold hearted in Moscow, or the faint 
heartedi (1 Washington,” he added.

Ford's January 21 statement that 
the administration intends to “work 
with the Congress to eliminate any 
of the problems in the trade bill 
that might have precipitated the 
action by the Soviet Union.” 

Jackson declared: “This unfor- 
tumate reaction suggests that we 
should reward an egregious Soviet 
breach of good faith with increased 
largesse and a weakening of our 
insistence that they move toward 
freer emigration.” 

Support of the view that the 
Soviet abrogated the trade agree- 
ment with the U.S. because of the 
limitation of the financial credits 
it provided and not because of the 
Jewish emigration issue, was ex- 
pressed by members of the Amer-

Indian ban on ping-pong

TEL AVIV. — The Israel Sports 
Federation has been officially in- 
formed by the Indian Government 
that entry visas will not be. granted 
to Israel's team for the world table 
tennis championships, starting in

The ISF received news of this 
rejection from the British Embassy’s 
Consular Section, which represents 
India in Israel. The Indian Depart- 
ment of the Interior safd It “regret- 
ted its inability to authorize the 
issue of visas” to the team, British 
Consul Bernard Attwood told The 
Jerusalem Post on Friday. Mr. 
Attwood said that he had explained 
“the legitimate interests of the trip 
to Calcutta” along with the request 
for visas.

ciprocal agreement on tourist tra- 
vel between the two countries. 


Reports have been widely circulated 
here and abroad that visas to India 
are not needed for stays of less 
than 21 days, and on this basis, 
the ISF has been considering send- 
ing the team as tourists on their 
individual Israel passports if the 
ban is not lifted.

The Supreme Court dismissed an 
appeal agninst ἃ judgment of the 
Haifa District. Court delivered on 
April 21, 1974 (in C.C. 1530-73). 

Under. an agreement between the 
Government and the Union of In- 
surance. Companies the latter are 
obliged to indemnity the Govern- 
ment for a-certain percentage of 
the hospital expenses incurred in 
treating. accident victims in the 
event that a court finds the Gov- 
ernment entitled thereto. 

In the case under consideration 
the Halfe, District Court decided 
that the Government was entitled to 
be indempified irrespective of whe- 
ther the owner of the vehicle which 
had caused the accident had been 
negligent or not and the Union of 
Togurange Companies appeal- 
ed against this decision. The issue 
centres on the question of whether 
section 28 of the Motor Vehicles In- 
a Ν surance (Third Party Risks) Ordi- 
nance {New Version) imposes abso- 
lute liability on the insurance com- 
panies to indemnify the hospitals 
for the reasonable expenses incur- 
red by them in treating accident 
cases or whether the hospitals’ right 
to recover ig contingent upon the 
‘Hability in tort of the wrongdoer 
towards the accident victim. The 
State argued in favour of the first 
‘alternative, whereas the appellants 
pressed the second alternative. 
The relevant part of section 23 
provides that: “(2) Where a liabil- 
ity requiring insurance is covered by 
ee ana the person who has 
died or been injured has, to the 
knowledge of the insurer, received 
treatment at a hospital in respect 
of the injury caused to him, the 
ingurer shall pay to that hospital 
the expenses 

it in giving such treatment: Pro- 
vided that the amount to be paid 
by the insurer shall not exceed 
the expenses incurred by the hos- 
pital im respect of that person as 
an in-patient for 180 days or as 
an out-patient for one year...” 

This section repiaces section 8 
(1) of the Ordinance (enacted by

Justice Witkon. who delivered the 
main opinion of the Supreme Court, 
noted that although the issue’ in 
the present case had been dealt 
with extensively in legal literature, 
this was the first time it had 
come before the Supreme Court. He 
then went on to discusy the mean- 
ing of section 28(a), pointing out 
that there was no doubt whatsoever 
that there was nothing in its word- 
ing which tied a hospital's right 
of recovery from the insurer to 
Nabllity of the insured towards the 
injured person.

The appellants’ counsel had 
argued, however, he continued, that 
section 28 should be interpreted in 
the spirit and not in the letter and 
that as the changes which it intro- 
duced were of a technical nature 
only and did not affect the prin- 
ciples behind it therefore just as 
section 8 of the Mandatory Ordi- 
nance, which it had replaced, made
